Up to February the 16th, 
the Japanese had buried 1,823 Rus-

* they must have had altogether some 
3,500 killed in the battle. Allowing 
at least four wounded for every man 
killed, their total casualties’ must 
have been nearly eighteen, instead 
of ten, thousand. In the three last 
battles, therefore, the Russian losses 
have amounted toa total of nearly 
one hundred and fifteen thousand, 
an army in itself. 

The skirmishes, the artillery fire, 
the outpost affairs, and the cavalry 
reconnaissances that have been going 
on for two or three weeks along the 
Shaho and in the Hunho valley, 
have indicated with certainty that 
the expected big battle was near at 
hand, A recent issue of the “ Mai- 
nichi Shimbun,” as we learn from 
the “Kobe Herald,” contains some 
information gathered from Japanese 
officers who had just returned from 
the front. “The Russians,” they 
said, “appear to have completed 
their arrangements for agreat for- 
ward movement, and to be awaiting 
an opportunity for taking aggressive 
action, The Japanese, on their side, 
are quite prepared to give battle at 
any moment, although for the 
time being they are contenting 
themselves with defensive opera- 
tions, If, however, the expected 
Russian movement should he de- 
layed, it is certain that the 
Japanese forces will not much longer 
maintain their present passive atti- 
tude. A plan of offensive operations 
on a great scale has been prepared 

, andthe execution of this has been 
facilitated by the fall of Port Arthur. 
On the whole, it may safely be anti- 
cipated that there will be another 
great engagement, caused eithor by 
Russian or Japanese initiative, before 
the ice and snow disappear. 

We have remarked” b before on the 
difficulty of conducting a battle with 
a front of seventy-five or a hundred 
miles, and the result of the two 
armies being spread out at such an 
enormous ler.gth is that what. we 
have had before us during the past 
week has not been a battle but a 
series of encountere. Our knowledge 
of what has been going on has been 
much hampered hy

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after hard fighting, losing » large 
quantity of provisions, arms, and am- 
munition, and leaving a hundred and 
fifty dead and twenty-four prisoners. 
The Japanese estimated the Russian 
casualfies in this action at two thou- 
sand, and it is stated that the natives 
counted a thousand Russian dead and 
wounded being carried through the 
village of Tsinghochéng alone. The 
Japanese at Pensihu, which-is on the 
‘Taitse river, east and a little north of 
Yentai, have been driving the Rus- 
sians northward, so that tte ap- 
pears to be a general Japanese 
Eivance on the east of the railway ; 
while according to a Havas telegram 
from Mukden, the occupation of the 
Taling and Koutuling passes by the 
Japanese threatens the Russian re- 
tirement on Fushun and Tiebling, 
and must force the Russians to 
abandon their threatened attack on 
Shahopu and the railway bridge. 
The recent complaint of the Russians 
that a Japanese force. has been 
allowed to pass through Chinese 
neutral territory to the north of 
Hsinmintuu would indicate, if it is 
well-founded, that General Kuropat- 
kin is being surrounded, though it is 
difficult to understand where Marshal 
Oyamahas collected sufficient troops 
for each a vast operation; it seems 
more probably that the charge is only 
made to cover up the violation of 
Chinese neutral territory by the 
Cossacks raiding in the Hunho and 
Liao valleys, and their foraging ex- 
peditions beyond Hsinmintun. It 
would greatly conduce to our un- 
derstanding of tho details of the 
campaign if the two Commanders-in- 
Chief would instruct their divisional 
commanders not to fight at places 
which are not marked on the avail- 
able maps. 

Meanwhile, there is one very im- 
portant question as yet unsolved: 
Where are General Nogi and his 
Port Arthur army? There are two 

rincipal theories: one is, that 

fogi has gone to Possict Bay or 
somewhere in. that neighbourhood 
to threaten Vladivostock ; the other, 
that Marshal Oyama, by menacing 
the right and left flanks of the 
Russians, is compelling Genera!

The 
public is apt to forget that the 
employee was of full age when he 
signed the contract, and must be 
presumed to have known what he was 
signing ; that’ he was probably very 
giad at the time to get the position 
which the contract secured him; and 
that employers would be very fooliah 
to pay an assistant’s expenses out 
from home, keep him for three years 
and teach him his business ‘and the 
Yocal conditions, and then allow him, 
when he had become thoroughly 
acquainted with those conditions, 
to start in ‘business for himself, or 
join a competing firm. It is hardly 
reasonable forthe employee to make 
his employers observe all the cou- 
ditions ‘of the contract that sre 
favourable to himself, and then 
evade the condition: by which his 
employers had boped to protect 
themselves; but this is what the law 
is often asked to do, and what it 
often does. In the ordinary course of 
events the law protects the sanctity 
of a contract signed, and 
delivered, of the meaning of which 
both parties are fully tt when 
they sign it, The man who with his 
eyes open signs a contract to come

A Clever Capture of Thieves. 

A short time since, in Wuchou, 
street which was made up of privat 
dwellings was looted, and many things 
of value carried off. As the street was a 
comparatively unimportant one wh 
wives of mon lived and their children, it 
was feared that all hope of arresting the 
robbers would have to be abandoned. 
On Now Yoar's Day, however, some of 
these women, as is the way of the Chinoso 
at that season of the year, wont to 
worship at one of the popular temples, 
and also, as usual, they were attired in 
all their finery. ‘As they were passing 
‘one of the local police-stations, some of 
the soldiers came out at the door to look 
at them, and to make some rude remarks, 
Among those who wero standing at the 
door of the station was a face which one 
of the women recognised as one of the 
thieves, though she said nothing at the 
time. When worship was concluded and 
the worshippers had returned home she 
laid her suspicions before some re- 
hbours, with the result 
tack was mado on the police- 
station in question, and it was found that 
the robbers were tho very police who 
were appointed to guard the property 
which was stolen. Hight of thom were 
recognised, and without doubt they will

On Saturday Lord Roberts unveiled in 
the crypt of St. Paul's Cathedral a hand- 
some bronze tablet to the memory of the 
war correspondents who fell during the 
South African War. It was designed 
by Mr. Goscombe John, A.R.A., and con- 
tains thicteon names, which, as Lord 
Roberts remarked, is a hoavy death-roll, 
considering the comparatively small num- 
ber of the journalists who followed tho 
them, of course, died from 
t the hands of an assassin

evidenced by the presence of Mr. E. F, 
Koight, of the “ Morning Post,” whose 
empty right sleeve was buttoned across 
his coat. Among the most eminent names 
on the tablet aro those of George War. 
rington Steevens, of the “ Daily Mail,” 
who died of enteric fever ini Ladysmith 
during the nd William Theobald 
Maud, on very few journalists 
who was highly gifted in the uso of both 
pencil and pen, He, too, was in Lady- 
smith through the siege, but the war was 
only indirectly responsible for his death. 
He wont through part of the Somali 
campaign of 1902, and was able to render 
valuable military service to the little 
force to which he was attached, before 
he died at Aden. 

Don Quixote’s Tercentenary. 

There was a goodly muster of English 
men of letters as well as of members of 
the Spsnish colony in London at the 
Hotel Metropole last night, when a dinner 
was held to commemorate the three 
hundredth anniversary of the publica- 
tion of Don Quixote. Major Martin 
Hume, who was the chairman, natural- 
ly -claimed for this country that we 
understand and appreciate’ “Don Qui- 
xote” better than any other foreigners, 
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‘There is, he says, = strong resemblance 
between the mental characteristics of the 
Castilian and the Englishman. Whether 
the average Englishman will regard this 
‘as flattering may perhaps be doubted. 
England and Spain have proverbially the 
‘two proudest aristocracies in the world ; 
and it may be highly fiattering to an 
average Englishman to compare him to 
‘a Castilian grandee. But Spain is to-day 
the most backward of all the old civilised 
Powers, even though it be true, as the 
Spanish Ambassador declared at this 
dinner, that ite people are now “flourish- 
ing, happy, and prosperous.” His 
Excellency and his compatriots had cor- 
tainly every reason to be gratified at the 
evidence afforded of the veneration in 
which Cervantes is held by English 
writers. 

A Smash on the Midland.

During January the number of deaths 
‘among the foreign resident population 
was 16: there were in addition 7 deaths 
among non-residents. 

‘Among the Chinese population the 
number of deaths during the month was 
698. 

Daring January the incidence of small- 
pox, which was so marked during the 

revious month, considerably declined,

foreigners, however, there wore 38 cases 
notified, nine of which were fatal, com- 
pared with $1 cases and five deaths last 
month, Tho cases among foreignors 
have occurred among those imperfectly 
vaccinated and the great. valuo of . 
vaccination,| repested until it no longer 
takes, has’ beon amply demonstrated. 
There is so much small-pox infection 
every winter in China that vaccination 
shoald be repeated every three years. All 
Chinese and also indigent foreigners are 
vaccinated free of chs atthe Health, 
Office, No. 1, Honan , at 10 am. 
daily. 150 such vaccinations were done 
during the month. 5,000 tubes of vaccine 
have been sent out from the Laboratory 
during the month. Thesmall-poxacoom- 
modation at the new Municipal Hospital 
for infectious disease in Range Road has 
been fully occupied but towards the ond 
of the month there were fewer admis- 
sions. The new Disinfection Station has 
been very busy; 90 rooms having been 
disinfected and’ nearly 6,000 articles 
passed through the steam disinfector. 

Apart from small-pox the Settlement 
has been remarkably free from prevent- 
able disease.

It grows to a height of from seventy-five 
to one hundred and seventy feet.” 

The object of writing this note is to 
suggest to those who have land to plant 
nuts with prospect of having fine shade 
trees which will also bear erops of this 
most delicious of all nuts.

Ellis—My defence is that the 
order was a perfectly Iawfnl order, and 
that onthe day mentioned there was 
wilful disobedience on tho part of the 
plaintifl. 

‘His Lordship—I will hoar you on it 





being a perfectly lawful order. 

Mr. Ellis. Will your Lordship hear 
my evidence? 

Lordship—The evidence which 

has been given practically agroos with 
your answer. 


Mr Ellis—As I was aware that it 
might do so I told my clients that per-- 
haps your Lordship would not call any 
evidence at all, as the plaintiff might eup- 
port the statements in our answer. 

His Lordship—I will hear you. 

‘Mr. Ellis—On behalf of the defondant 
company I wish to direct your Lordship’s 
attention to one or two points touching 
the law which bears on the dutios be- 
tween master and sorvant, and_omployor 
and employé. It would be difficult to 
lay down any causo which would justify 
dismissal as it deponds on the nature of 
the services, and the terms of tho en- 
nt. In this particular case the 
plaintiff was told to carry out certain 
directions. Of course with your 
Lordahip’s local experience you wili be 
able to say whether these orders or direc 
tions were reasonable or unreasonab! 
At all events wo have it admitted by the 
plaintiff in his evidence that these orders 
wore given by tho Chairman of tho 
directors on belialf of the company ; 
that owing to the increase of business he 
was to attend at the saddlery and har- 
ness department on Sundays for cortain 
hours, somewhat longer than the hours 
he was supposed to observe previously, 
He. was told that it did not necessarily 
mean that he was to work the whole time 
but that he was to be there to attend to 
‘customers if they did come in, and far- 
ther he wastold that on wook days he 
was to observe strict morning hours. 

‘His Lordship—That is to say that in 
attending on Sundays he was not engag- 
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for him to be there. 
‘Mr. Ellia—It might have been neces- 


ing in 
necessity 


sary for him tobe there in that particular 
Gepartmont, because at this time of the 
year there is a good bit of riding and 
Ariving, and of course that would bring’ 
work to his department. 

His Lordship—One of your arguments! 
was that. plaintif’ was not worked on 
Sunday, that he had no work except to 
attend to sales, Was thereany necessity 
for him to be there any more than any- 
‘one else? You must either sbandon the! 
work contention or elso admit that any- 
one else who could read prices could 
stay there and sell artioles. 

‘Mr. Bllis—The Chairman meant that 
it would not be necessary for him to work 
the whole time. 

His Lordship—Thon be had to stop’ 
there for five hours in csse a necessity 


arose. 

Mr. Ellis—With regard to the mornings 
of weok-days it was apparently sug- 
gested by the Chairman of the directors 
that the plaintiff should have breakfast 





before the shop opened, about 7.30. 
His Lordship—Was that reasonable ? 
Ni ‘of theso orders. was reasonable ; 


‘you may have that from me at once, and 
go on on that basia, 

Mr. Ellis—If your Lordship rules that 
they wore unroasonable, aud the law 
rules that all orders must be reasonable, 
the point I want to impress on your 
Lordship is that the directors, in tho 
interests of the company gave cortain 

which were refused. 
‘| Lordship—The orders shonld 
never have been given. Owing to thoir 
being given the pinintiff got angry, and 
said thet be would not do ‘some- 
thing olse, ‘Thoy dismissed him un- 
reasonably and improperly. I have no 
hesitation on that point at all. I think 
the dismissal was unreasonable and im- 
proper and that they had no business to 
Bak him to go for five hours on Sunday. 
He was engaged hore, so there is no 
question about his not knowing Sundey 
Fork was done in Shanghai, so surprise 
could not be argued. and I do not hold 
that that Statute of Charlos II’s applies 
here. Still the question must be 
doalt with reasonably. I think that the 
roposition that plaintiff should take

‘His Lordship—I am not going to say 
that an eight hours day was reasonable or 
unreasonable. The directors were wrong 
in the first place. * 

‘Mr. Ellis—It was not for a servant to 
dictate in that way. 

‘His Lordship—It was not for a master 
totell him that he must do what they 
said he must do and that if he did 
not agroo to these terms he could go. 

Mr, Ellis—There are businesses and 
‘businesses, and hours which would not be 
considered unreasonably long in one kind 
‘of business would be considered un- 
reasonable in another. 
circumstances I will leave the matter in 
your Lordship’s hands. 

His Lordship—I find that what the 
defendants directed the plaintiff todo 
was unreasonable and what by his agree- 
ment he was not bound to do; and they 


fold him of tho same time that, if he 
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@id not do it, he was to leave. I 
consider that he was justified in his 
refusal, and that his dismissal was 
wrongful. There is only the question 
of damages. Can you say anything 
on that Mr. Ellis? . 

Mr, Ellis—I would just like to call 
your Lordship’s attention to one or two 
points in connection with that. In the 
ovont of @ servant being Iy dis- 
mised he is not entitled as a matter of 
course to his full wages for the unexpir- 
ea torm of his agreement, T submit that 
yonr Lordship in assessing damages 
should be guided by the chances of the 
plaintiff getting work of the character 
which he has been doing, and on this I 
would refer you to the caso of Brace e. 
Calder. There is one question which I 
forgot to ask plaintiff, and perhaps your 
Lordship would ask him, that is whethor 
ho has tried to get work. It is incam- 
bent on him tosstisfy your Lordship of 
that. Irefer your Lordship to the caso 
of Reid ». the Explosives Co. to show 
that he is expected to try to get work. 

His Lordship—Plaintif’ said that it 
was very difficult for him to get work. 
Your olients are no doubt well aware of 
tho circumstances of s case like this, 
‘and can no doubt instruct you as to 
the chances of plaintiff obtaining employ- 
ment. 

‘Mr. Ellis—Perhaps their opinion would 
be rather prejadiced.

His Lordship—In considering all these 
points I have to act as a jury. would, and 
T think that a sum of $2,000 is a fair sum 
to give, including everything. 

His Lordship acoordingly gave judg- 
mont for the plaintiff in the sum of $2,000 
and costs.

JUDGMENT. 

‘This is a suit by employers to restrain 
‘a servant from entering into business 
after the termination of @ contract of 
sorvice in the breach of s covenant in 
that contract. The defence is that the 
covenant is void, as being in restraint of 
trade and against public policy. 

The plaintiffs aro a company carrying 
‘on business at Shanghai, and the d 
fendant, who was an assistant in the 
furnishing trades in London, on the 22nd 
of Jaly, 1901, entered into an agreoment 
with the plaintiff’ agent in London to 

forthwith to Shanghai and 
there serve the plaintiffs as furnishing 
trades assistant for the term of 
three years, to commence from 
the date of hie arrival, and the 
reoment contained followin 
pulation to bo observed by the defend- 
Pat :—And lastly that he shall not nor 
will at any time within the space of ten 
yoars from and after the termination or 
expiration of this agreemont 
other business in the 
‘as the corpany in Shanghai or any 
other place where the said company 
may hsve.a branch business without 
the written consent of the said company, 
their suocessors or assigns for that pur- 
first had and obtained.” 
It is admitted that during the term of 
the defendant's engagomont, the plaintiffs 
were carrying on business at Shangh: 
‘Tientsin, and Hankow. The engagement 
terminated by mutnal cousont on the 
20th of May, 1904. In or before Decom- 
ber, 1904, the defendant entered the 
business of the North-China Houso 
Furnishing Company at Shanghai, and 
the plaintiffs ask that the defendant may

tiffs to any relief—that under the law 
relating to contracts in restraint of trade 
the stipulations as to his not trading are 
wholly void, and that consequently the 
plaintiffs are not entitled to have him 
restrained even to the extent they ask 
for, although they might have been so 
titled, if they had been content with 
‘stipulation in their agreement as limited 
as is the prayer of their petition. 

‘The plaintiffs sdmit that, read in its 
natural sense, the stipulation which they 
rely on is too wide, too wide in the 
number of the branches of trade which 
it would, if 80 read, restrain the defend- 
ant from entering on, but they say that 
the stipulation is divisible, that so far as 
it relates to other branches of trade than 
those in which the defendant served the 
plaintiffs it maybe rejected, and so far 
8 it relates only to the branches of trado 
in which the defendant served the plain- 
tiffs it may be held good. Before con- 
sidering the cases on the subject of 
restraint of trade it may be observed that 
those cases have had to do, not exclusive- 
ly but for the most part, with two 

jasses of contracts, one in which there 
has been the salo of the good-will of a 
business, and the vendor of the good-will 
has agrood to certain stipulations intend- 
ed to prevent him becoming s competitor 
of the business he has sold, the other 
as in the prosont case, there has 
beon an agroement of service, and the 
servant has agreed to certain stipulations 
intended to prevent him afterwards entor- 
ing into competition with the business of 
tho employer.

‘As Lord Macnaghten suid, in a case to 
which I shall presently refer, “To a cer- 
tain extent different considerations must 
apply in cases of apprenticosh: 
of that sort, on the one hand, and cases 
of the sale of a business or dissolution of 
pertnership on the other. A man is 
bound an apprentice because he wishes 
to learn a trade and to practise it. A man 
may sell because he is getting too old for 
thestrain and worry of business, or because 
he wishes for some other reason to re! 
from business altogether. ‘I'hen there is 
obviously more freedom of contract be- 
tweon buyer and seller than between 
master and servant or between an em- 
ployer and a person seeking employment.” 

The restrictions with which the Courts 
have had to deal in these con- 
tracts aro restrictions «s regards the 
trades or businesses which are not 
to be carried on, restrictions as to 
she time within which they are not 
to be carried’ on, and restrictions as to 
the limits of space within which they 
are not to be carried on. 

‘The history of the law on the subject 
and the most authoritative statement 
‘of what it now is, are to be found in the 
reasons given in the House of Lords for 
the Judgment of the House in tho case 
of Nordenfelt v. Maxim Nordenfelt Guns 
and Ammunition company ((1894), A. C. 














).

{t was found that a role so rigid end far- 
reaching ‘must seriously intorfero with 
transactions of everydi 
‘Traders could. hardly 
{heir shops out of their own hands; 
the purchaser of a business was at 
the morey of the soller ; every apprentice 
was a povsible rival So the rule wasre- 
Taxed. “It was rolaxed as far as thovex- 
igoncies of trade for the time being re- 
quired, gradually ‘and not without dif- 
ficulty, wutil it came to be recognised 
that all partial restraints ight be good, 
‘though it was thought that re 
straints, that is, restraints of goneral sp- 
plication extentling thronghoat the king-

‘And’ Lord Watson said: “It doos not 
scom to admit of doubt that the general 
policy of the law is opposed to all re- 
Htraints upon liberty of individual action 
which are injatious to tho interests of 
the State or community. Nor is it 
doubtfal that Coarts will rightly rofuse 
to enforce sny compact by which an in- 

idual binds himself not to use his 
timo and talents jin prosecuting ® par- 























ticular profession or trade, when its o 
forcement would obviously or probably 
be attended with thes injarious con- 
aoquences. Bat it’ must not be forgot. 
ten that the commanity has a matorial 
interest in maintaining the rales of fair 
doaling between man and man, It 
suffers far geostor injury from the in- 
fraction of these rules than from con- 
tracts in restraint of trade. 

“T think it is now generally conceded 
that it is to the advantage of the public 
to allow a trader who has established a 
lucrative business to dispose of it tos 
saccossor by whom it may be efficiently 
earriedon. That object could not beaccom- 
plished if, upon the score of public policy, 
the law reserved to the seller an absolute 
and indofessible right to start a rival 
Soncern the day after he sold. Acoord- 
y it has beon determined judicially, 
that in cases where the purchaser, for 
his own protection, obtains an obligation 
restraining the seller from compotig 
with him within boands which having 
regard to the natare of the business are 
reasonable and ‘aro limited in respect of 
pace, the obligation is not obnoxious to 
publio policy, and is therefore eapable of 

‘enforced. Whether—when the 
ircumstances of the case are such that

limited in respect of space, the, covenant 
was hold to be invalid. 

‘As will be seon, however, the stipula- 
tion relied on in this case is limited as 
regards space. But it is admitted that, 
even with such limitation, it is too wide 
‘as regards the business referred to in it, 

od is invalid unless the covenant is 
divisible, and the business separated. 

‘The construction which the plaintiffs 
seok to put upon the words “ business in 
the same line as the company” is that 
they should be read ias referring to the 
sevoral trades which at the beginning of 
the agreement the plaintiffs are desoribed 
ascarrying ou, aud that the stipulation 
may be troatod as if it said that tho 
defendant shall inot be engaged in the 
business of “Ship Chandlers, Wine and 
Spirit Morchants, Goneral Store Keo) 
Tronmongers, House Furnishers, 
famozs, Jewellers, Drapers, ‘Tailors, Out- 
fitters, Bakers, Upholstorers, Cabinet and 
Furniture Manufacturers, Brewers, Aerat- 
‘ed Water Manufacturers, or Commission 
Merchants, at Shanghai or any other 
placo whore the company may have = 
branch business” without the cousent of 
the company. 

If that is the right construction of the 
stipulation, thore are many cases to show 
that it is divisible, and that the businesses 
may bo severed, so that the covenant may 
bo good asto someof them although bad as 
to others, and that the good part may be 
enforced. 

Tn considering then whether the coven- 
‘ant is divisible we have to see whother 
this is or is not the right construction to 
put upon it. 

‘The principles to be followed in deter- 
g this question are to be found in 
the judgments in tho cxse of Mills ». 
Dunhain ((1891), 1 Ch. 576) which was a 
motion to restrain a person who had been 
employed. as a traveller, after the tor- 
mination of his employment from com- 
mitting breaches of his agreement not to 
do business in any way with any person 
or firm who might during the continuance

‘The first is, when » covenant 
or agreement is impeached on the ground 
that it contains an unreasonable restraint 
of trade, the duty of the Court is, first to 
interpret the covenant or agreement 
itself, and to ascertain according to the 
ordinary roles of construction what is the 
fair meaning of the parties, and then to 
apply the rule as to reasonableness with 
reference to the extent of the impeached 
‘covenant, and to see whether it goes too 
far ; in other words, to adopt the modern 
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rale with reference to perpetuiti 

ste subject, where, when a limitation 
is impeached on the ground of being too 
remote, the right way is to consider the

the company may have a branch 
business, without the written consent of 
the company, enter any other business 
the same line as the company, that 
is, any business which the company may 
carry on other than the brauches of trade 
enumerated. 

The words “during the said term” in 
the clause preceding the first stipulation 
‘and tho limitation of time to ten years 
ipulation show that the

in their natural sonse, and the limitation 
of space to Shanghai or any other place 
where the company may have a branch 
business shows, if that were necessary, 
that the absence of space in’ the first 
stpiulation is intentional. 
Lf this is the true constraction of the 
stipulation, and I think that there can 
be no doubt that it is, the business of 
Upholsterers, Cabiuet Farnitare 
Mannfacturors is not included in tho 
‘second stipulation at all. 
It is to be observed that those two 
stipulations are so far independent that 
one of them might be enforced, if held 
valid, though the other might be held to 
be invalid. But for the parpose of 
construing ono or the other they cannot 
dissociated. Even, then, if the second 
stipulation standing alone were eapsb‘e 
of the construction put on it by the 
plaintiffs, the two cannot be sovered so as 
to allow such a construction. The whole 
agreement must be read together, and 
the meaning of tho stipulation being 
thus found, no severance can be allowed 
to alter their meaning. 

Tho plaintiffs therefore if they wish to 
enforce the restriction as regards the 
farniture business cannot rely on the 
second stipulation. They must-rely on 
the first stipulation and on that stipula- 
tion as biaving the meaning which it has 
already been found to have, ; 

‘The question remains whether under 
the first stipulation, the plaintiffs are 
entitled to the relief sought. To entitle 
them to such reliof that stipnlation must 
be read in the way in which they desired 
that the second stipulation should be 
road, that is, as iffor the words business 
of the company were substituted the 
several branches of trade whigh ape stated

‘would have to be severed from all the 
other branches of trade onamerated. It 
is a matter for consideration whether the 
meaning slroady assigned to the stipula- 
tion doos not necessarily preclade such a 
severance. But before conside 
thor the stipalati 
allow of such @ severance, let us sce who- 
ther, if such severance were made, the 
plaintiff would then be entitled to the 
relief they claim, By severance tho 
stipulation would be, that the defendant 
is not at any time hereafter in any part 
of the world to engage in the business of 
house farnisher, upholsterer, or cabinet 
or furnitare manafacturer, without the 
consent of tbe plaintiffs. 

We have then to consider whether such 
a stipulation onght to be enforced. The 
rule to be followed is that laid down in 
the caso of Nordenfelt ». Maxim Norden- 
felt Gans and Ammunition Company. Wo 
have ficat to soe whether the rest

There as hore 
the restriction in terms applied to several 
business, but it was songht to apply it to 
one only, the business of cider merchant, 
and tho question aroso whether tho 
covenant could be severed in order to #0 
apply it, That question was not deter- 
ec, for it was hold that even limited 
to thst one business tho restriction was 
unreasonable. In the one case as in the 
other, in order to determine what was 
reasonably necessary for the protection 
of the plaintiffs, the naturo of their busi 
ness was considered. 
Collins, M.R,, said:—“ Thoro was ovid- 
ynce which was perfectly relevant to the 
inguiry and which was therefore properly 
admitted, as to the naturo of the plain- 
tiffs’ busiuess, the number and situation 
of their customers, and other matters all 
of which were circumstances proper to 
Deoonsidered by the tribunal which had to 
decide the question whether the covenant 
The plaint 
Pr oke for them- 
selves with regard to the nature and 
extont of their business, It doos not 
‘appear to me to have beon what by any 
stretoh can be called a very largo busi- 
ness, and the great bulk of the customers 
wero in England, though there wore 
2 fow clsowhore. It appears to me 
impossible to say that, for the protection 
of that business, covenant applying 
to the whole world was necessary.” 
And Cozons-Hardy, L. J. 
“J think the Court has before the 
materials necossary to enable it to 
decide, without the intervention of 
jury, the question whether the covenant 
upon is reasonable or not, In 
dealing with that question it is first of 
all necessary to decide what is tho true 
constraction of the covenant. On the 
construction of the covenant in this 
caso I cannot doubt that it imposes a 
world-wide restraint. I can se no 
ound for limiting ita operation to tho 
Gaited Kingdom. “I think jt mast stapd 
or fall-as being s covenant. prohibiting 
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ay 
question whether it could really 
fecessary for the protection of the 
particular business carried on by the 
Plaintiffs. ‘There may be some businesses 
Of such acharacter that a covenant of 
this kind. might not be unreasonable 
with to them ; but the question 
is whother it ean be said to be reasonable 
with to the plaintiffs’ business. 
Now what was the nature and extent of 
‘that business? The critical period, at 
which to. look, -is. the time when the 
covenant was entered into. Then having 
Gisoussod the share capital - and .the 
number of customers, he proceeds: 
‘Tn the substance, it may be described 
as a not very large cider business 
in the West of England.It appears to 
me to. bo impossible to say that, for 
the ptotettion of a business of this 
kind, and limited as this business was, it 
was. reasonably necessary that the 
Gofendant, should be. restrained from 
carrying dn Busineas'as a cider merchant 
in any part: of tho world. For: 


the covenant sued tpon was invalid and 
our judgment must be for the defon- 
dant.” 

Now I have not had all’ these psr- 
ticulars before ino of the plaintiffs’ farui- 


tare trade. No‘evidence on the subject} 


was tendered by tho plaintiffs; and slat 
was 9 mattor of course, seeing’ that tht 
only'asked for the restriction to spply to’ 
Shanghai, ‘Tientsin, and Hankow. But 
the wholé course of the argument on 
bohelf of the plaintiffs was that their 
business, however large,'was restricted in 
area. When the defendant sought to in- 
clude ‘London as one of the places: where 
thé Compray had a branch business, in 
order that it might be ‘shown that the 
restriction included London, 'and was on 
that ground unreasonably wide, that was 
resisted by Counsel for the plaintiffs, and 
I think, om ‘the evidence of the defen- 
dant, who waa the only witness extminod, 
successfully ‘reeisted. And considering 
that the plaintiffs’ business is only in 
Shanghai, Tiontsin; and Hankow, that it 
has no* to do with the export of any 
Chiners product, bat with the sale and 
munufaoture’ of ‘European * good: 
from the fact that the furniture business 
in assooiated with that of general store- 
keepers, Icannot conceive it possible for 
the: plaintiffs. to show a world-wide 
business which would require a’ world- 
wide restriction from trade on the partot 
the defendant. I therefore come to the 
conclusion that the restriction sought to 
be enforced is unreasonably wide and 
‘asa matter of Isw the covenant 
sued upon was invalid.

A few 
days after the departure of the defendant, 
the firm of Liebe, Wulff and Co. became 
suspicious and telegraphed to the firm of 
Nolchaoff, Petschanoff and Co. an enquiry 
as to whether or not Rosthorn was in 
their employ. An answer was received 
that he was not. Upon receipt of this 
telegram the plaintiff Liebe referred the 
matter to this Consulate-General. Cor- 
respondence followed with the American 
Consul-General at Hankow, who then 
instituted enquiries, whereupon the de- 
fendant fled from that city to Shanghai. 
Upon the stand, Rosthorn admits the 
facts as outlined above, and pleads guilty 
to this charge of obtaining money under 
false pretences. 
‘The charge of forgery was proferred 
against the defendant by this Court, and 
is based upon finding on his person a 
certificate purporting that he, Rosthora, 
was an agent of the “Great Electric 
Factory of London,” and bearing the 
signature of Geo. A. Derby, U.8. Marshal, 
U. 8. Consulate-Genersl, in such a form 
‘as to convey the idea that this document 
bad been certified to before an officer of 
this Consulate-General. Upon the stand, 
Geo. A. Derby testified that he had on 
the sixth of September, 1904, issued a 
certificate to Rosthorn showing that the 
Intter was registored at this Consulate- 
General, but that he, Derby, had never 
signed, in fact had never seen, the cortifi- 
cate alleged to be that of the “Great 
Electric Factory of London,” and that 
the signature on this Iast-montioned 
document was a forgery. Upon examina- 
tion of the forged signature it was found 
that it bad been obtained by tracing the 
signature from the registration certificate 
which was still in the defendant's pos- 
session at the time of his arrest. Upon 
the stand, the defendant claimed that he 
had never before seen or heard of the 
forged document, and hed nothing to 
offer in explanation of its presence 
‘among the papers found in his pocket. 
Forgery may be described as the 
false or fraudulent making of an instru- 
ment or of any writing which purports 
‘on the face of it tobe good and valid for 
the purposes for which it was created 
with the design or intent to defraud. 
As to the intent to defraud, it is not 
necessary to prove an intent to defraud 
‘any particular person ; it will suffice to 
prove generally an intent to defraud, 
and it is not necessary that any person 
went sine actually a The 
unexplained possession of the forged 
document bearing the defendant’s name, 
of use to the defendant alone, and 
traced from as true signature in the 
defendant's is sufficient 
evidence to convince the Court of the 
defendant's intent to defraud, and the 
ion of the forged document under 
‘the conditions outlined above point to;

Ho lived 
outside the settlement, where no dogs 
were muzzled. dog bad neighbours 
who were not over friendly, and if he 
was kept muzzled he would probably 
get » warm time, Tho animal was, ho 
thought, trained not to come into the 
Settlements, but on this occasion it dis- 
obeyed orders (laughter) and came into 
town. He explained to the police that 
he could not afford the luxury of paying 
$10 for the animal's misdemeanours, and 
had he thought that he would to 
pay that amount he would not havo 
taken the dog back. Hoe had hoped that 
there was some rule as to dogs living 
outside the settlements. His dog was s 
woll-kept animal and not ‘ous. 

His Honour said he was afraid he 
would have to ask Mr. Tatum to pay $10, 
as tho rule was very strict. It was un- 
donbtedly a hardship to enforce it in many 
cases, of which this was an example. 
He quite understood that s dog that was 
kept muzzled outside the settlements 
would be apt to havo a very lively time. 
It would seem as though there ought to 
be some modification of the law. 

Mr. Tatum said that he refused to psy 
the police in the first instance because 
he thought the matter was entirely in 
the hands of the Consul, who could deal 
with it as he liked. :

he could not speak English. In a 
little while the General himself ap- 

ared, but he had nothing to say. 
the representative then played his| 
tramp card. “He persuaded Lient- 
enant Nevelskoy to take to his chief 
the telegram which Dr. Morrison, the 
jous Peking correspondent of the 
‘imes,” had sent to his paper 
stating that ou visiting Port Arthur, 
he. had come to the conclusion that 
the surrender was quite uujustifiable 
and the most discreditable that could 
be imugined. The reporter em- 
phasised the fact that this was a 
direct statement sent by the most 
reliable journalist in Asia to the 
leading paper of the world; and the 
General might wish to make 01 
statement upon it withont further 
delay.”
